SHOT 
LEADER OF POSSE 


Men Who Killed Detroit Police- 
man in Heart of City Fatally 
Wound Officer. 


INTIMIDATE HIS PURSUERS. 


Dead Patrolman Had Drawn Re- 
volver and Fell With Face 
Toward Fleeing Murderers. 


DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 18.—Patrolman 
John Daley was shot down and murdered 
in cold blood about midnight by one of 
two burglars whom he detected at work 
in the rear of William Diedrich’'s store at 
75 Michigan avenue, and Herbert H. Pick- 
ell, special officer for the Michigan Cen- 
tral IRaliroad, was shot through the abdo- 
men and probably fatally injured when he 
ran to the policeman’s assistance. 

The murder occurred in the heart of the 
business district of Detroit, in an alley 
back of the corner of Michigan avenue 
and Wayne street. 

Patrolman Daley's revolver was found 
within a few deet of the store window 
which the burglars had partially opened. 
He had evidently turned to follow his as- 
sallants when he had received a mortal 
wound through the chest, as he fell om his 
face a fow yards off in the direction whioh 
his assailants had taken. 

The patrolman’s cry for help and the nolse 
of the shooting awoke the neighborhood, 
and the desperadoes, pursued by a con- 
stantly increasing crowd, darted westward, 
zigzagging between Lafayette avenue and 
the alley that parallels the avenue half a 
block northward. Officer Pickell was a 
leader in the chase, having been within a 
block of the scene when he heard the shot 
that killed Patrolman Daley. 

Pickell had followed the murderers nearly 
four blocks when they stopped near Lafay- 
ette avenue and Third street and shot him 
through the body. The bullet entered his 
abdomen and passed out near the backbone. 
Having fired several more shots and ef- 
fectively intimidated the pursuing crowd, 
the fugitives escaped in the direction of the 
railroad yards that lie west of the Michi- 
gan Central and Union depots. 

Patrolman Daley was one of the most 
popular and efficient officers on the force. 

lt is supposed that the perpees of the 
burglars was to work from Di ch's store, 
at which they were caught, into a jewelry 
store located next door. All descriptions 
agree that one of the two men was white 
and that the other was a negro. One negro 
was arrested on suspicion within an hour 
after the murder. 


GV. BLACK WANTED 
IN NEW CABINET 


Eloquent New York Man Offered 
the Attorney Generalship— 
Political Complications. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Former Gov. 
Frank 8. Black, who has returned to New 
York from his home in Troy, has been 


tendered an offer of the attorney-generai- 
ship in President Roosevelt's cabinet for 
the term beginning March 4, 1906. 

While President ssbenavent has not for- 
mally invited Mr. Black to become a mem- 
ber of his official family, the tender of the 
attorney-generalship has been made in a 
Way that carries with it the assurance of 
the President that he would like to have 
New York's former governor in his new 
cabinet of younger men which Roosevelt is 
understood to want as his associates during 
the new administration. 

The news that the President would Mke 
Mr. Black to serve in the cabinet has at- 
tracted much interest among the New York 
politicians who know about it. There are 
many reasons why the average New York 
Republican will be keenly interested. 

One is that pt Black is known every- 
where as a firm adherent of the state 
leadership of Gov. Odell. 

Another is that he is understood to be an 
active candidate for United States senator 
to succeed Chauncey M. Depew. 

Senator Platt has made seve public 
deciarations tn favor of Senator Depew’'s 
re-election, and the feeling has been that 
Depew would be sent back to Washington 
without opposition. This feeling was es- 
pecially manifest at Senator Platt’s ‘“*buck- 
wheat breakfast’ in Owego Tuesday.

Striking Words of a Distinguished French Writer—We Should 
Keep Out of the Eastern War Mess at 
All Hazards. 


Robert de Caix, the foreign leader writer 
of the Journal des Debats, of Paris, is in 
this country observing and studying politi- 
cal conditions. 

To a reporter of the New York Evening 
Post M. de Caix said: ‘The American peo- 
ple should bear in mind one fact—it is that 
they will never have @ quarrel which will 
not be of thelr own seeking. 

“Two reasons preclude absolutely the pos- 
sibility of such an aggression — geography 
and European equilibrium. Supposing that 
a European nation should be free of any 
preoccupation or care on the old continent, 
how could she reasonably think of ever 
picking a quarrel with the States? What 
is the fruit to be plucked from a war of 
that kind? You are a solid continent. You 
do not have a single exterior possession 
which a victorious enemy could seize and 
hold with any security. 

“It would be mere nonsense to believe 
anybody would go to war to conquer Porto 
Rico, or that anybody would like to take 
possession of the Philippines, when their 
own and the general condition of the Far 
East is so unsettied. Supposing that a 
Kuropean power, obliged as it is to be su- 
periorily trained to war, should succeed in 
blockading your ports, what could it do 
beyond that? Could it iand a single sol- 
dier on a single point of the American 
coast? Ig it not obvious that the American 
nation, with so many able-bodied men and 
such natural riches, could always, after a 
short time, beat off an adversary? Having 
00 Visible aim, a war of that kind can never 
be undertaken. Nobody can be nalve 
enough to belfleve that a Turopean power | 
would ever undertake a thing which ob- 
viously to Any man of average good sense, 


could never prove profitable. 

‘Nothing more reasonable has recently 
been said upon this subject than the state- 
ment of Judge Parker recalling the manner 
in which England submitted in the Vene- 
zuelan affair at a time when the coast of 
the United States was absolutely lacking 
in modem defenses. 

“It must be remembered that aggression, 
impossible and absurd im the case of a 
perfectly free-handed power 
more ridiculous when one realizes the re- 
ciproca] condition of the European states. 
Each lis obliged to the ready always to op- 
pose the pressure of its neighbor with an 
eyjual pressure. 

“For this reason the Americam people 
must dispel any idea of a European power 
ever thinking of violating the Monroe doc- 
trine and having an aggressive policy 
against any state of South America. Not 
only would the opposition of Uncle Sam 
make it damgerous, but even the impossi- 
bility of subduing such a state without a 
large expenditure of blood and treasure 
muet be obvious. 

“When people speak of the ambitions of 
Germany in some parts of Brazil they are 
talking the clearest kind of nonsense. 
Brazil {s a nation of about 15,000,000 people, 
perfectly able to make a ruinous thing of 
any aggression. Before thinking of such 
matters ramember the English war in 
South Africa, your own difficulties in the 
Philippines, and the position in which Rus- 
sia is now waging a war at the end, as it 
were, of a long and narrow pipe. Very 
few colonial wars pay, and even If the 
' Monroe doctrine were out of the question, 
ino European conquest in South America 
vould oe dreamed of.”’ 
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THE POOR OF ENGLAND.

It is a deplorable announcement that 
scores of thousands of people in England 
are on the verge of starvation because 
of the depression in the cotton industries. 
We do not know that it will cause even 
an uncomfortable quarter of an hour to 
the sordid gamblers in this country, whose 
reckless manipulation of the market was 
one of the chief causes of such distress. 
They are probably more concerned over 
the proepective decrease of demand for 
American cotton through the development 
of cotton growing elsewhere than they are 
over the mere distress and starvation of 
thousands of men, women and children. 
But the circumstance calls renewed at- 
tention to the narrow margin of subsist- 
ence enjoyed by multitudes in PEngtand 
under free trade. 

The fact is that a considerable part of 
the population of England and Wales is 
perennially on the verge of starvation, 
while a not ineconsiderable part is ac- 
tually dependent upon public charity. 
More than $121,000,000 is raised by taxation 
in that kingdom for the relief of the poor 
amd for the maintenance of some 850,000 
actual paupers. That is about one pauper 
in every forty of the population. London 
pays more then -$21,000,000 a year to the 
“poor rates," which is equal to a tax for 


‘wo as the statistics of pauperism do not 
indicate the continued and rapid decrease 
that was boasted some years ago. 
is, it is true, a slight decrease, propor- 
tionately to the population, in the statis- 
tics of the last half century. There were 
only 847,470 paupers in 1903, compared with 
860,893 in 1851, and 890,372 in 1873; but, then, 
there were only 728,350 in 1877, and in 190 
there were 22.800 fewer than in 1903. Such 
a state and tendency of affairs forms a 
gad commentary upon the pretense of Cob- 
deniam that everything is for the best un- 
der the best possible of fiscal systems, and 
gives added emphasis to the Inquiry of 
Mr. Chamberlain whether it may not, 
after all, be possible to devise some better 
system than that of half a century and 


more ago.

Rev. Father Sul- 
livan spoke of the deceased as a kind hus- 
band amd father, a faithful friend and a 
loyal citizen. Many members of the clergy 
were present, The acolytes were all friends 
and clasemates of the two sons of the de- 
ceased, who had requested that they be per- 
mitted to serve in that capacity.

Abe Attell of Chicago and Young Erne 
of Philadelphia will arrive in St. Louis 
Saturday morning for the 15-round bout at 
the West End Club Saturday night. 

Roth men will arrive fit to fight, as they 
have done their training on their native 
heaths. Attell, who is always in fair con- 
dition, has been working for the bout for 
over a week and Young Erne, like ali of 
the Philadelphia fighters, keeps himeelf in 
condition for those six-round tea parties at 


a minute’s notice. 

Erne’s hurry-up trip from the Quaker 
Sity will be a trifle against his being on 
edge Saturday night, but telegrams from 
his manager, Billy McCarney, say that 
he will stand the trip without turning a 
hair and be ready to drop off the train and 
fight. Attell will have a comparatively 
comfortable all-night ride from Chicago 
tonight. 

There is a well-grounded rumor afloat 
in local fight circles that Attell has 
broken with Ike Bloom, his manager. 
There has been no definite statement, but 
it Is said that the little Cahfornian will 
come to St. Louis alone and manage 
himself from this time on. Attell has 
been under Bloom's management since he 
left Jack McKenna, who lifted him out 
of space and made a great fighter of him. 
There has never been any noticeable 
friction between Attell and his manager, 
oat the break is for other reasons prob- 
ably. 

McKenna is still one of Attell’s great- 
est admirers. He thinks that there is 
no man in the world at 120 pounds who 
can beat the little handful of quicksilver 
in a 20-round bout. McKenna says that 
he is willing to back Attell to beat 
Frankie Nell. 

Attell will meet a man tomorrow night 
who has accomplished what many loca! 
fight-followers would have considered im- 
possitie-—to — Attell twice in six- 
round bouts. any St. Louts enthusiasts 
almost would have backed Attell to beat 
Jeffries in a six-round battle, and to have 
the @ehifty boxer beaten twice in six rounds, 
a distance that he can go at a cyclone 
gait, ie contradictory to —. 

According to all reports Erne is a won- 
derful lightning hitter, fast and clever 
with his hands and feet. Attell is the 
same sort of boxer, and it will be dia- 
mond cut diamond for 16 rounds. A knock- 
out is one form highly improbable, as 
neither man is a noted puncher, though 
Attell was for a while under the Iimpres- 
sion that one of them wae. That was he- 
fore he exchanged wallops with Jack Mce- 
lelland and others. On t whole the bout 
should te as fast as any\ever put on in 
St. Louis. 

In watching the main event, the {tmpor- 
tance of the scmi-windup should not be for- 
gotten. This bout should be equally as 
good as the main show in many respects. 
Monte Attell, Abe's younger brother, will 
make his St. Louis debut in a 10-round tilt 
with ‘“‘Dusty’’ Miller of Chicago. 

Monte has been fighting before Windy 
City clubs for some time and his work is 
better liked than his older brother's. Men 
who have seen him box say that he hag 
nearly all of Attell’s speed and science and 
a much more pronounced punch. 

‘Dusty’ Miller is well known here by 
reputation. He is a popular fighter in Chf- 
cago, hig native city, and the fight en- 
thusiasts there generally are ready to back 
him againet anything in the paperweight 
division. The winner 4 this bout probably 
will be matched with Nic Santoro in a 
main event. 


CHARGED VIOLATION 
OF Grill LAGOA LAW 


51 Complaints Made Against 
Manufacturing Concerns in 
East St. Louis. 


As the result of an investigation prompt- 
ed by the Trades and Labor Assembly of 
East St. Louis, 51 complaints of violation of 
the child-labor law of Llinois were filed 
Friday against Hast St. Louls firms, be- 
fore Justice of the Peace J. J. Driscoll, by 
George W. Johnson, depwty state factory 
inspector. 

The principal defendants are the officers 
of the Malleable Iron Works, the Republic 
Iron and Steel works, the Obear & Nestor 
Glass works and the Armour and Swift 
packing plants. 

The offense charged is the employment of 
boys under the age of 14 years. The pen- 
alty is a fine of from $% to $3 in each 
conviction. 

The investigation has been in progress 
for a week. The prosecutions, involving 
the discharge of boys who are under age, 
will work hardship in some cases, where 


the boys are helping to support families. 

A year ago there was a like crusade in 
Belleville. Fifty complaints were made 
there, and convictions are said to have 
been obtained in all but two of the cases. 

The cases are set for hearing in the court 
of Justice Driscoll Saturday morning, witen 
the defendants or parents of the boys wili 
be called upon to show that they are over

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Walcott’s Enforced Retirement From the Ning and Gans’ Ad- 
mission That He Cannot Make Lightweight Limit Marks 
Passing of Colored Champions. 


With the forced retirement of Joe Wal- 
cott from the ring, owing to an injury to 
his hand as a result of a shooting scrape 
in Boston, and the passing of Jose Gans as 
a real lightweight champion, the negro 
seeme to have had his day at the top of 
the ladder. Little George Dixon, who, up 
to four years ago, was at the head of the 
featherweight class, is now out of the 
game, apparently for good, so far as fight- 
ing for and regaining his old title goes. He 
is now in England, where he has been fair- 
ly successful. Although as clever as of 
yore, he has lost his former power to 
knock his rivals out. There are plenty of 
negro pugilists in the business, and good 
ones, too. But it is not likely that they 
will become champions, for the color line 
has been rigorously drawn, and the white 
boxers will continue to do so. as long as 
they are not compelled to meet them. 


It took over two years before Jimmy Britt | 


would consent to face Joe Gans, and the 
Californian only made the match after he 
had been swaved by public opinion and was 
uccused of being afraid. The result of that 
mill is now history. Although Pritt host he 
has gained more prestige through that fight 
than if he had won an out and out victory. 
It was plain up to the time of the final 
blow that Britt was the better man, and 
the impression fs general that he is Gans’ 
master. The Baltimorean showed in that 
the strength behind his punches has disap- 
peared, and, while he is still scientific, his 
execution lacks the dash and vim of two or 
three years ago.
